PINCHOT’S SMOKE SCREEN. 

Governor Pinchot, of Pennsylva- 
~ nia, did not get far with his ,“‘con- 
- ference of governors” called to con- 
sider a program of state and federal 
legislation intended to keep down 
the prices of anthracite coal. There 
were only three governors present, 
and the representatives of nine oth- 
_ ers, making a total of twelve states 
represented out of thirty invited. 
Opinion among the conferees dif- 
fered sq materially that the meeting 
was brought to an adjournment 
without definite action, and the 
Pennsylvania executive has now an- 
nounced that he will call another 
conference to meet sometime in De- 
cember. 

Perhaps the latter action was in- 
fluenced by-a sudden and somewhat 
sensational turn in the situation 


‘when Governor Silzer, of New Jer- 
sey, demanded that the conference 
go on record as favoring a repeal 
of the Pennsylvaria tax law, by 
which that state throws a specific 
price burden upon every anthracite 
_ consumer in the United States, 
- Pennsylvania as is well known hold- 
ing a monopoly on anthracite pro- 
duction. 

This position was quickly sup- 
ported by other delegates present 
' and the Pennsylvania executive, in 
’ a scathing denunciation of his neigh- 
bor executives, opposed such a re- 
peal. He therefore ywnexpectedly 
' found himself in a net of his own 
“weaving, and permitted the confer- 
ence to come to a close without the 
inauguration of any of his plans.

BEGGARS ON THE STREETS. 


The movement to clear the streets 
of Atlanta of beggars, and of the 
forlorn who sell pencils and chew- 
ing gum, should have the coopera- 
tion of the general public. 


Atlanta has just raised over half 
a million dollars for the Community 
Chest. Those in distress can be 
amply provided for by this find. 
There is no reascn for any man, 
woman, or child, to beg on the 
streets, and it is a practice that 
should not be permitted. The truth 
is that the beggar quite often pre- 
fers his profession to a respectable 
job—for he makes more money. 

There is another kind of beggary 
that the public should heartily dis- 
courage — that of children with 
“Mister gimme a nickel,” or “Mis- 
ter loan me a dime,” on their lips. 
Childten who get money in this way 
are not being given a proper start in 
life—and it is not charity to give 
them money. 

if a man {fs unable to make an 
honest living on account of physical 
disability or for any other good 
reason, he should be cared for by 
charity. If beggary is merely a sub- 
terfuge, he should be set to work at 
something else. The street, in any 
case, is not the place for him. The 
public is ever gullible—and ever full 
of pity. Before street beggary can 
be stopped, the public must realize 
that it is not necessary, that it 
should not be countenanced—and 
must act accordingly. 


TREATY WITH TURKEY. 


Public sentiment in this country 
will generally support the fight that 


a number of leading Americans, 


headed by James W. Gerard, former 
ambassador to Germany, is making 
against the ratification of the Lau- 
sanne treaty. 

That the pact was dictated by 
Kemal, who secured not only every 
advantage for Turkey that he could 
possibly desire, but in it insulted 
the Christian thought of the world, 
and deliberately threw over the 
Armenian people whom this country 
was pledged to protect, was admit- 
ted at the time; and events that 
have transpired since have shown 
the 
holds for even the small concessions 
that were made. 

What was scheduled as the ‘“‘Ches- 
ter concession” to the United States 
was in reality a concession to a few 
business men, who have since re- 
tired and transferred their rights to 
alien control. 

It would seem, therefore, that the 
representative of the state depart- 
ment who signed the treaty for this 
government not only was most 
pitiably imposed upon, but through 
misunderstanding or weakness, or 
the spell of Turkey’s powerful whip- 
hand, yielded all of the rights of 
American citizens in Turkey, and 
barred the door to any continuation 
of American educational philan- 
throphic activities in that country. 

When the Lausanne treaty was 
made The Constitution character- 
ized it as an indefensible document 
that slapped the Christian faith of 
the world squarely in the face. 

All reports reaching the gutside 
world from the Near East indicate 
that Kemal’s regime is seriously 


| threatened by banditry and eco- 


nomic chaos, so much so that the 
downfall of the Kemalists seems {m- 
minent. 

In the dace of such a condition 
any treaty agreement with the 
Kemal regime would prejudice a 
1.ore liberal and a more humane 
pact that might be possible under 
any new government set up after 
the fall of Kemal. 

America may be in better shape if 
the Lausanne pact is not ratified, 
and at best its ratification means 
nothing except tHe establishment of 
closer diplomatic relations with a 
regime that America should not be 
overly anxious to recognize or as- 
sociate with anyway.

Representative From 
Jeff Davis Opposes 


Income Tax Law 


Editor Constitution: On Tuesday, WNo- 
vember 27, 1923, the house of representa. 
tives passed an income tax provision to be 
incorporated in the. constitution. It is 
very significant that four-fifths of those 
supporting the measure found it necessary 
to explain their vote, saying that they were 
opposed to this bill, but nevertheless voting 
for it. 

The people of Georgia are demanding 
and expecting a revision in taxes which 
will give them some relief at least by 
shifting a part of the burden to new shoul: 
ders. 

The great statesman, Thomas E. Watson, 
just before his death warned the people 
of the state that when an income tax was 
levied in Georgia it would be placed upon 
the men and women who work on the 
farms and in the shops and not upon those 
able to bear it. This prophecy is now ful- 
fitted. The equalization law is not repeated, 
and if it is repealed by the senate, it wil] 
be with a provision that the repeal shall 
not go into effect until the income tax 
law becomes operative. The law as now 
written fixes no limit to the income taxing 
power of the legislature and may be 
changed from year to year as the whims 
of the legislature may dictate. They may 
levy an income tax on the gross products 
of the farms and on the gross earnings 
of the people withont exemption, 

With the equalization law still in effect 
the reduction of the ad valorem from 5 to 
3 mills need not necessarily affect the 
amount of taxes assessed against any par- 
ticular piece of property, therefore, it of- 
fers no relief to the taxpayer under the 
old law, while at the same time permits 
an additional tax levy against the income, 
either net or gross, from the same property. 

It is not fair to the people of the state 
for the legislature to propose a constita- 
tional amendment providing for an income 
tax that it is not possible for them to ap- 
prove, as it deprives them of any oppor- 
tunity to secure tax relief for another twe 
years, and this is the effect of the preseut 
proposed amendment. 

The amendment @s proposed, should it 
be adopted by the people and become oper- 
ative, would, in five years, dowble the tax 
of those who are at present bearing the 
burden and at the same time levy a heavy 
burden on thousands of workers who own 
no property and are not making excessive 
salaries. The legisiature may, should it 
see fit, levy a tax on the income of each 
individual in the state without exemption. 
Those people who work for salaries and 
wages cannot hide their earnings, while 
the rich security holders will find it even 
more easy with their invisible wealth 
to dodge this income tax than the old ead 
valorem system, 

The real object of this law is to raise 
more money to be squendered without sym- 
pathy for the overburdened taxpayers. 

Those members of the house of represent- 
atives who believe that ean income tax 
should be levied against the rich tax dodg- 
ers and relief given to those who are now 
bearing the burden, found it impossible 
to support this iniquitous tax measure, 
which only ftmcreases taxes on the class of 
taxpayers without giving them any relief. 
In the name of God, let the legisiature 
reconsider its action and pass an income 
tax amendment that the people can afford 
to ratify and that will give relief to the 
owners of visible property by levying «6 
part of the taxes on the rich tax dodger.

THE HEALING OF ULCER. 

An ulcer is any open sore or ra‘v 
place which is left on the skin or the 
lining mucous membrane after the 
loss of substance from the surface, It 
has nothing to do with cancer or 
tumor, the cancer sometimes develops 
in the site of an old ulcer on the leg 
or a gastric ulcer (in the stomach). 

Persons with varicose veins in the 
legs are more likely to have ulcers 


because the skin and underlying tis- 
sues get poor nourishment when the 
veins are enlarged and dilated, hence 
the natural processes of repair are i7- 
capable of taking care of slight inju- 
ries. When inflammation occurs in 
the wall or a varicose vein (phlebitis) 
and clotting of the blood oceurs witi- 
in the inflamed vein (thrombosis) a 
tender, hardened or indurated bunen 
forms in or under the skin; this hard- 
ened place may break down at the 
center, suppurate and finally produce 
an ulcer. 


The first lesson\tne victim of an 
ulcer, of whatever cause or cage vo 
must learn, the lesson which any 
sufferers are slow to learn, is that no 
known medicine, chemical or _ gub- 
stance or ointment or salve or lotion 
or concoction or remedy or liniment 
or stuff will heal an ulcer. 

Lest I give a false impression of 
hoplessness, let me hasten to add that 
every varicose ulcer and every other 
kind of ulcer (barring ulcers’. in 
which cancer has developed) may be 
persuaded to heal by nature’s own 
process if proper medical or surgical 
treatment is available; it is available 
wherever good physicians’ are to be 
had. The victim of chronic varicose 
uleer of months’ or years’ duration 
suffers by reason of successful evas- 
ion of just ordinary intelligent medi- 
cal treatment, in the great majority of 
cases. To have a varicose ulcer is a 
misfortune which may come to any- 
body with varicose veins; 


those who believe it is just as well to; 


“try” this or that remedy or treat- 
ment as it is to procure medical care. 
Probably the credulous victims would 
not so willingly experiment upon 
fhemselves if they could grasp the 
truth and significance of the first les- 
son which I have just given, namely, 


that nothing but nature can or will; 


heal an ulcer. 

In extolling nature in healing I do 
not use a capital N. Nature would 
doubtless take care of all healing proc- 
esses without human aid or direction 
if human ways and customs were nat- 
ural, but as things are, nature must 
be intelligently directed, or ratho?r, 
the skill of the physician or surgeon 
is necessary to keep nature’s way 
cleared of impediments. The ulcer »a- 
tient who attempts to doctor himself 
is no exception to the rule which 
characterizes such conduct; he gen- 
erally succeeds in placing more im: 
pediments in nature's way. Nearly 
everybody tries it at one time or an- 
other. 

For illustration, imagine the ama- 
teur applying and removing his “heal- 
ing” salve or concoction, 
time destroying or tearing away the 
delicate and prohably unnoticed film 
of new epithelial cells with which na- 
ture is struggling to pave the surface 
of the ulcer. This is but one of a 
gre... many injuries unwittingly done 
whe.. the victim of a chronic or lone 
standing ulcer undertakes to manage 
the treatment himself. It is no won- 
der so many folks keep their ulcers 
for ave and a day.

Ben Told is in error in 
saying salt will thin your blood; if 
salt has any undesirable effect on the 
blood it is rather to thicken it, because 
it withdraws water from the blood, 
Perhaps you'd get equally satisfactory 
results from a good swig of water, 
hot or cold, mornings, but if you pre 
fer using some salt in the water, I 
don’t think it will do you any harm.

The article gave the impress'on that our 
work has to do with the training of dis- 
abled veterans, which would make it a 
duplication of that carried on by the United 
States Veterans’ bureau. 

Please grant me space enough in your 
columns to make clear that the work of 
the reeducational division of the state de- 
partment of education has to do solely

with the training or retraining and place- 
ment in industry of disabled civilians whe 
have vocational handicaps. Civilian resi- 
dents of Georgia, white and black, male and 


: pations, 


female, at least, of working age (14), who 
are unable to return to their former occu- 
or in the case of young people 
who, presumably, would not be able to earn 
a fair living because of some permanent 
physical disability, are entitled to train- 
ing at the hands of the state, Tuition, 
books and instructional supplies, tools, and 
under certain conditions, artificial appli- 
ances, are furnished from funds provided 
equally by the federal government and by 
state appropriation, but no maintenance 
(living expenses) is covered. Those injured 
in industry, by public aceident, or de- 
formed from birth or disease are eligible. 
We maintain no institntiong of our own, 
but use .existing schools, public and 
private; shops, factories, business establish- 
ments, and, at times, correspondence 
courses and private tutors. The chief pur- 
pose in the training is to reclaim maimed 
persons from the industrial scrap heap and 
make them producers. 

As a concrete instance of what mey be 
accomplished: A boilermaker loses a leg. 
He cannot return te his former employ- 
ment, but he can be trained to do a skiiled 
kind of werk that does not require much 
walking or standing, ench as certain. types 
of bench work in machine shops, linotyp- 
ing, armature winding and the like. Often- 
times retrained persons are able to earn 
more than they ever did at their origina:

London, November 29.—Winston 
Churchill is having lively experiences 
in his election vampaign in West Lei- 
cester. At most of his meetirzs de- 


mands are made that he tell about 
the Dardanelles campaign in 1915. 
“Nothing was done in that expedition 
without the approval of the whole 
cabinet,” is Churchill's answer te 
these demands. “The royal commis 
sion appointed to investigate the mat- 
ter sat for six months and in the 
whole of its findings there is not one 
word of criticism or detraction of my- 
self. If the Dardanelles had been 
forced the war would have ehdéd in 
1916,” 

Further, Mr. Churchill says, he fs 
proud of his share, as first lord of 
the admiralty, in the Dardanelles 
campaign, and he is also proud of hia 
having forced the adoption of the use 
of tanks in the war in the face of 
extreme opposition, If the orders he 
gave in connection with the Darda- 
nelles had been carired out, he says, 
the British fleet would have gotten 
through without difficulty.

An added factor which influenced the 
executive against a peremptory dis- 
solution of parliament was furnished 
in the growing shift toward “nation- 
alism,” which he believed would 
wholly preciude the possibility af 
conducting an orderly election § in 
view of the existing economic and 
social distress, 


Parliamentary Impasse. 


The advent of Dr. Marx’s minority 
cabinet merely emphasizes the con- 
tinuance of the parliamentary im- 
passe growing out of the absence of 
a strong majority government, and 
to this extent the new ministry is 
also a purely political eleemosinary 
body wedged in between the tradi- 
tional hostility of the German nation- 
alists and the precarious neutrality 
of the socialists. The nationalists 
will greet it with derision because of 
the rebuke administered to them by 
the bourgeocise parties in response to 
their attempt to barter their way into 
the Prussian government in return 
for their entering the reichstag coali- 
tion. 

The socialists also will occupy the 
mockers’ seat in parliament in view 
of the failure of the middle parties to 
create an all-round straight bour- 
geois coalition, 

Dr. Marx, Germany’s seventeenth 
chancellor, comes from Cologne. He 
is a jurist and long has been active in 
clerical party politics. He has served 
in the Prussian diet and has been a 
member of the reichstag for twelve 
years. He was born January 15, 
1863, and is national head of the 
Catholic school organization in Ger- 
many.

gia, Alabama, Florida and part of 
Tennessee, Mississippi and Louisiana, 
according to the~business review made 
publie by the Federal Reserve bank 
here today. 

“This will mean a very much bet- 
ter return from the season’s crop all 
through the cotton-producing states 
than was expected in the season,” the 
review says, “and will especially ben- 
efit those sections which have this 
year presoees only a small percent- 
age of their former crops in the face 
of an expected larger production for 
the country as a whole. The depart- 
ment’s latest report estimates the to- 
tal production, based on the condi- 
tion October 25, with other factors 
considered, to be 767,000 bales smaller 
than was estimated a month earlier. 
The benefit which this district will 
receive from the advance in cotton 
prices is, however, limited by the fact 
that, according to the latest estimates, 
this district will produce this year 
447.000 bales less than last year. 

“Retail and wholesale trade, _reflect- 
ed in the reports from 188 firms in 
the district, compared favorably in 
October with both the preceding month 
and the same month a year ago. Re- 
tail business was more than 50 per 
cent greater than during that in 
October, 1922, and sales by wholesale 
firms were larger in seven of the eight 
reporting lines than during that 
month. Three lines reported smaller 
sales than during September, but 
wholesale statistics compiled for the 
past three years indicate that the 
principal seasonal increases come in 
August and September, and that it is 
not unusual for the last three months 
of the year to show declining tenden- 
cies. 

“Reports made to the Federal Re- 
serve bank by member banks in se- 
lected cities show an increase in their 
loans and discounts in early Novem- 
ber over figures reported the first 
part of October, and bills on hand 
with the Federal Reserye bank also 
increased nearly three and a half mil- 
lion of dollars.

Birmingham, Ala., November 29.— 
Heary economic loss of the south 
due to the high rate of sickness and 
death among negroes was stressed by 
Dr. Robert R. Moton, principal of 
Tuskegee institute in an uddress at 
the dedication of the Tuggle Institute 
hospital here today. 

“It is estimated that 1€0,000 negro 
workers in the south can be found 
sick every day,” said Dr. Moton. 
“At the very lowest estimate this 
means that the race is losing in 
earning capacity nearly 50,000,000 of | 
dollars every year by sickness alone. 
In the race as a whole nearly half 


a million persons can be found sick | 


every day in the year. When you 
add the cost of doctors’ bi!l and medi-

the same cause we find that sickness 
is costing the race more than 75,000.- 
000 of dollars a year.” 

Dr. Moton declared that 
helps to reduce sickness among ne- 
groes and reduces the death rate 
among them is an advantage to the 
south beth physically and economi- 
cally.
